FROM SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA: Evangelist 
Missionary Gertie Houston 
reports ” 1971 was a great 
year. Each third Sunday our 
Christian Jail Workers Group 
rendered services at the - Sybil 
Brand Institute (a jail for 
women) endeavoring to fight the 
crime war with positive messages 
in song and spoken word. The 
purpose of the group is to “win 
the lost at any cost.’ Sister 
Houston further reports; “Our 
group is usually consistent of 
twelve persons who are 
dedicated to this outreach. The 
women in this prison range in 
age from eighteen years upward 
and many are repeated 
offenders. The e offenses of 
most are for dope addiction, 
prostitution, murder, child 
neglect, theft (petty and grand) 
and violation of probation. 
Many of those in custody are 
confronted with the gospel of 
Christ for the first time by our 
group. It is not mandatory that 
they attend chapel services but 
because many of them have 
taken a good and long hard look 
at themselves and happen to 
dislike what they see, our chapel 
is filled to its capacity each third 
Sunday. Our attendance is 300 
to 350 each time we serve and 
for the entire year of 1970 with 
fifteen Sundays of services, we 
delivered the word of God to 
approximately 3,600 women 
with better than 250 women 
making a choice in favor of 
Christ.”

I am 24 years of age and the 
father of two lovely daughters. 
As a child I had always been in 
some type of trouble and 
difficulty. I started my life of 
crime by breaking and entering 
in 1966. Later, I shot at my 
father-in-law in a family struggle 
and thank God he |. was 
unharmed. In 1968, I began 
using drugs and selling the same 
to support my habit. I turned 
my home into a nightspot and 


endangered my wife and children. 


One day, I heard the word of 
God from Elder Paylor in prison 
and I accepted the word out of 
convenience, Soon after being 
released on bond for my 1970 
crime of robbery and having 
been shot by a friend in the 
midst of the holdup, I went to 
church and joined and got my 
life right with Christ. I purposed 
that if I had to go to jail, I 
would go with my heart right 
with God and pay the debt to 
society that I knew I owed. I 
was sentenced to fifteen years 
and I am now serving out that 
sentence but thanks be to God 
my sins are under the blood. 
Thank God for Elder Paylor and 
for all of the saints who take 
time out to visit prisons and aid 
in directing the souls of men and 
women like myself.

rain upon our hearts. Many 
testified to the miraculous 
healing power of the Lord. 
Others were reclaimed, revived 
and saved. The sponsors of this 
revival cursade were Elder O. N. 
Dennis and Elder F. Davis, who 
are pastors of the Church of 
God in Christ. 


Bishop J.D. Husband, of 
Atlanta, Georgia, and _ the 
Superintendents, State mother, 
elders, missionaries, and 
membership of his diocese 
sponsored this crusade. This was 
the first time in the eight years 
history of my tent campaigns 
that the Bishop asked all his 
churches in the diocese to close 
and all come to the tent for 
spiritual reviving. Words cannot 
really give the success of this 
crusade. All our official titles 
weree dropped and we called one 
another Brother and Sister. 

From an historian place of the 
Chureh of God in Christ, 
Lexington, Mississippi, we 
launched another great crusade 
on the Mason Temple Parking 
area. This revival crusade was 
co-sponsored by Elder L. M. 
Haley, State Youth President 
and pastor of New Jerusalem 
COGIC, and Elder Samuel 
Smith, the General State 
Secretary and _ pastor of 
Southside COGIC, These 
combined gave unity, and where 
there is unity there is strength. 
The Lord gave us a great revival. 
Many people received salvation 
and healing. On the © closing 
night, over 500 people witnessed 
the baptizing service. Jesus said, 
“Go into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is 
aptized shall be saved and he 
hat believeth not shall be 
lamned. The preaching of the 
cospel will bring people to 
Christ. You pray and joinus as 
we reap -the harvest.

Continue from page 6 
eyes on the goal.. They then 
entered into a lease option 
contract on a piece of property 


that later proved-inadequate for 
their purposes. 


After rather difficult times, -the 
saints in January 1967, decided 
to organize themselves_as the 
Grace Memorial Church. They 
then rented a store building 
at 3922 McCalla Avenue in the 
Burlington Shopping Center of 
East Knoxville withno finance in 
the treasury, _ Pastor Bell 
asked the owner of the building 
if he would hold it for two 
weeks. He went to Michigan to 
hold a revivai and returned with 
enough money to pay the first 
‘month’s rent. 


Brother James Person, in whose 
home the church had its 
beginning, along with Bro. 
Aaron Staples, and Pastor Bell, 
entered the building and began a 
work of faith. The Lord. 
somehow in all of His great 
power to provide, moved upon 
the heart of scores of companies 
who granted credit to the 
church, Not one major purchase 
was made in cash, _ we learned. 
during those days to say with 
Abraham of old, “ The Lord Will 
Provide”. Grace Church shall 
never cease to give thanks to 
God for Bro. James Person who 
worked in the cold winter chill 
of January, without heat in the 
building, until the beautifully 
paneled walls were fittly joined 
together, the doors hung the 
carpet laid, the pews and piano 
put in place. 


Time nor space will permit us to _ 


tell in detail all that the Lord has 
done for us in these past four 
infantile years. Suffice to say, 
though out growth was slow, it 
was constant. The Attendance 
grew from one visitor on that 
opening Sunday of January , 
1967 to a capacity congregation. 


During our Store-front days, the - 


church installed a Dail—a-Prayer 
Ministry, purchased a church 
model organ, bought a 
‘parsonage, and a 60 passenger 
bus. The church began 
broadcasting their Sunday 
morning Worship Services live 
and direct from the Church 
Chapel, 11:00 to 12:00 noon. 
the Lord also gave Grace Church 
an outstanding ministry with 
knoxville - College and the 
University of Tennessee. 


In January 1971, the Lord spoke 
to Elder Bell concerning the 
church and today as we look 
retrospectively, we can see 
fulfillment of his propecy. In 


‘March of this year, we learned to |

have to surrender the building 
within 30 days. At~ first it 
appeared that ill fate had 

struck us,but instead of giving 
up, the faithful and loyal saints” 
undertook the tremendous task 
of raising $10,000 to relocate.

entered negotiations to purchase 
our present church home. The 
church. had numerous 
apprehensions about buying 
such a large church building. It 
was our desire to build, but even 
though we had bought and paid 
for property, we soon learned 
that God was at work fulfilling 
his will in us. Seven weeks later, 
a cash down-payment was made, 
and , we moved into our new 
church home. (And some people 
say that the days of miracles are 
passed) May we conclude as 
Israel said, ““The Lord hath done 
great things for us, whereof we 
are glad’.

On June 24, 1971 seven year old 
Joyce Ward from Wyandanch, 
Long Island, New York was hit 
by a car, member of all Saints 
Temple, Hempstead,New York © 
pastor, Dr. J. A. King. 


The accident occured at eight 
ten A. M. Joyce was crossing the 
street to catch the school bus, 
she was struck by a car that was 
speeding for work. The car was 
going so fast the skid marks were 
over sixty feet long. The people 


that saw the accident thought _ 


she was dead. The bleeding was 
so bad, when the police came 
they did not wait for an 
ambulance. They right away 
rushed her to the hospital. 


After they arrived at the hospital 
the doctors didn’t know what to 
do for her. They took x-rays 
after x-rays the doctors just 
looked at Joyce and shook their 
heads. 


After the specialist saw Joyce it 
was after twelve O’ clock that 
afternoon before they gave her 
anything to ease the pains. 


Joyce had a fractured collar 
bone, fractured ribs and a 
broken cheek bone in three 
places. That night they operated 
on her, and the doctors said she 
might loose her eye. Shortly ~ 
after the accident happen and 


the church heard about it. the © 


saints begin praying for her right 
away. That night Dr. King called 
a meeting at the church and told 
everyone to pray for her. 


Four days later Dr. King came to 
visit her at the hospital and 
prayed for her. The doctor-told 
Joyce to stay in the hospital ten 
days. When Joyce Parent’s came 
to see her she said, “Mommy I’m 
going to be all right, because Dr. 
King prayer for me. That same 
day Dr. King came to visit 
Joyce, The doctor said that 

Joyce could go home. 


Right now Joyce is home, her 
cheek bone is healing, her ribs 
and collar bone has healed, her . 
eye sight is twenty-twenty. The 
doctors said it was a miracle 
she’s alive, usually when a child 
get -hit near the eye they get 
brain‘damaged _ loose their eye. 
But God was with her all the 
way. Joyce. is walking, seeing, 
playing and back in church 
beating the tambouring. It took 
a miracle for her to be living. See 
what God can do.

Mother Ethel Robinson, 
one of the pioneers of Reid 
Temple, and one who was with 
the Church from its inception, 
received a plaque for 50 years of 
faithful service. 


Another highlight was the 
unveiling of pictures of three of 
our former pastors; namely, the

A. Burton. 


A Memorial Plaque with the 
names of deceased loved ones 
and members of Reid Temple 
inscribed on bronze plates was 
presented. This commerative 
plaque will be placed in the 
church and will serve as an 
everlasting memorial of the 
deceased.
